W HEN the young American 
violinist, Patricia Travers, 
appeared on the musical horizon a 
dozen years ago, the New York 
Times saluted her debut with: "the 
most important talent to appear in a 
decade". Twelve years later, on the 
occasion of her recent New York 
Carnegie Hall recital, the Times had 
this to say: "Travers is one of those 
rare musicians who realizes on their 
precocious childhood.

A native of Clifton, New Jersey, 
Patricia Travers made her profes¬ 
sional debut at the age of nine with 
the Detroit Symphony.

FERRUCCIO TAGLIAVINI 


Ferruccio Tagliavini made his debut at the Metropolitan Opera House 
on January 10, 1947, as Rudoifo in "La Boheme." National magazines added their 
bravos to the praise of the audience and critics. Said Newsweek, "A glittering new 
star in the Met's heaven. 

Since his auspicious debut at the Metropolitan, he has won the hearts of 
Americans everywhere in opera, in concert, and over the air. Mr. Tagliavini is 
in such demand ail over the world that each year he can only devote a certain 
number of months to the Metropolitan and to concertizing in the United States. 
His heavy schedule takes him to Latin America, South America, and to Europe 
where he is acclaimed as one of the great tenors of today. 

Born in Reggio Emilia, Italy, Tagliavini displayed musical gifts at an early 
age. However, his own choice was to study electrical engineering. It was the 
perseverance of his father that kept him to his singing. To please his father, he 
studied intermittently with Maestro Italo Brancucci, and at last he entered the 
Florence May Festival. Here he won first prize, then studied briefly with Amadeo 
Bassi and made his debut at the Teatro Communale at Florence in 1939. This was 
the beginning of his sensational career. He has sung star roles in Milan's La Scala, 
Rome's Teatro Reale, Naples' San Carlo—in fact, in practically every opera house 
in the world. 

While he was singing in Palermo in 1940 "L'Amico Fritz," he met soprano 
Pia Tassinari. They were married the next year and have starred together many 
times in operas and concerts in the United States and Latin America.

The life of Tartini was full of bitterness and tragedy. A monk in the Convent of 
Assisi gave him asylum. There he played the violin incessantly to the point of ob¬ 
session and laid the foundation for his subsequent discoveries about the phenomenon of 
the “Third" sound and the intricate Art of the Bow. Only the Devil, he imagined, could 
possibly be possessed of the consumate wizardry and musicianship necessary to master 
the "king of instruments." It was his frenzy for a compact with the Devil which finally 
succeeded in conjuring the Black Knight — in a dream. The Devil seized Tartini's 
instrument and played music which surpassed all he had ever heard or conceived in his 
life.

CONCERTO IN A MINOR, OPUS 82 . Glazounow 

Moderato — Andante — Allegro (Played without pause) 

The fact that Liszt appreciated Glazounow gives us an insight into the reason for his 
quick rise to popularity. His composition has a special quality of picturesque suggestion. 
Though influenced by Brahms, his music is much less abstract and almost always contains 
a descriptive quality. The Concerto opens with a mood of restrained melancholy, which 
soon gives way to more elaborate ideas, capped by a startling cadenza. The melancholy 
returns from time to time and then the music becomes definitely descriptive in a large 
palette of delicate realism. A horn-like motive manifests a national feeling for the free¬ 
dom of the old Russians of the Czars. A mood of happiness takes over and for a moment 
the violin is played like a guitar. There is a mixture of the herdsman's pipe with the 
clatter of peasant boots and finally a melting into oblivion.

Roger Sessions is one of the most challenging of contemporary American composers. 
His Symphony, played last year by the New York Philharmonic-Symphony Orchestra, 
won the New York Critics Award.

MR. N. J. ABBOTT 



On our fortieth anniversary, we salute Mr. 
N. ]. Abbott, who has been associated with the 
Celebrity Concert Series since its foundation 
in 1911, as house convenor. In forty years he 
has not missed a single Celebrity Concert — 
truly an enviable record. 

Besides his duties at the Auditorium, he has 
had thirty-six years of musical activity in 
Winnipeg. He was Secretary of the West¬ 
minster Choir and the Elgar Choir from 1915 
to 1920 and has also held such posts as presi¬ 
dent of the United Scottish Choir, The Win¬ 
nipeg Choral and Orchestral Society, and 
Men's Musical club. Since 1925, Mr. Abbott 
has been official pianist of the Canadian Club 
and the Empire Club, posts which he still 
holds. 


Mr. Abbott, as house convenor, is in charge of all ushers. He has a 
volunteer staff of 65 men for each concert. Mr. E. H. Hepworth, who serves 
as registrar, assists Mr. Abbott. Of his staff of ushers, 10 have been with 
him for over twenty years. Mr. T. H. Longbottom holds the distinction of 
being the oldest member, having been with Mr. Abbott for thirty years. 


Last year at the Eileen Farrell concert the ushers presented Mr. Abbott 
with a wallet containing a fifty dollar bill, as a token of friendship and a 
happy association. 


For the last few years Mr. Abbott and his staff have taken on added 
duties, such as the Winnipeg Symphony Concerts and the Winnipeg Ballet 
performances.
